The paper
attacked the habit that many credulous
physicians fall into of trying all new rems-
edies put forth by enterprising drug
houses, and defended the skeptics of the
profession, who were willing to wait un-
til these new things have been successful
in the large hospitals, the only place, so
the essayvist claimed, where they
should be tried, He condemned
in strong terms the abdominal
surgeons who perform ovariotomy without
well recognized symptoms of disease being
present.

SHREWD SCHEME WORKED ON THE
CHICAGO & ALTON FAILWAY.

One-Day-Limit Tickets Used Three
TZ71es Through the Connivance
of Conductors and Agents.

CHICAGO, June 30.—Officlals of the Chi-
cago & Alton railroad have just discovered
that a gang of employes, among whom £re
passenger train conductors and station
agents, working with Pullman car porters,
have robbed the railway company of $15,-
000. Sufliclent investigation into the steal
has been made to show a conspiracy and
thus far three conductors and two station
agents have lost their positions. The com-
pany is making all plans for the criminal
prosecution of the offenders,

The steal was accomplished through co-
operation of a station agent with passenger
conductors on raliroad tickets from Spring-
field (I1.) to Chicago. The scheme of rob-
bery was for the conductor of the train
which leaves Springfield for Chicago at
noon to take up, but not punch, the tickets
sold at the Springfield office on the noon
train. The meeting point of this train with
the St. Louis train, which leaves Chicago
about 9 ¢'clock in the morning, is about
half way between Chicago and Springfield.
The conductor of the Springfield train for
Chicago would see the conductor of the St
Louis traln at the meeting point and give
him the bunch of tickets he had taken
from passengers to Chicago. The conduc-
tor of the St. lL.ouis train arrived in Spring-
field at 4 o'clock in the afternoon, and, it is
said, would hand over the bunch of tickets
to the ticket seller in the Springfield office,
and he would s¢ll them again to passengers
for Chicago on the evening or night train.
The rtickets, although used twice, were
good, for®the reason that the stamp of the
one-day limit was good.

RIOT CLUBS WIELDED

SCORES OF HEADS BRUISED AND
BROKEN AT CLEVELAND,

*

Mob of 2,000 Men, Women and Boys,
Stirikers and Sympathizers, Scat-
tered by Forty Policemen.

*
-

CLEVELAND, O., June 30.—For nearly a
month the strike at the works of the
Brown lHoisting and Conveying Company
has continued with frequent, though indi-
vidual, attacks by strikers on workmen
who had taken their places. The police
have been patient under the abuse of the
idle men, but to-day for the first time vio-
lence was showvn the officers and they dealt
the strikers a blow with a heavy hand.
At § o'clock this afternoon 170 employes
of the Brown company were marched from
the works under the escort of eighty po-
lHeemen to the car tracks on St. Clair
street. A crowd of two thousand men,
women and boys gathered and began hoot-
ing and hissing. Two motor cars came
along and were slgnalled to step, but the
strikers velled “go ahead, don't stop.” and
the motormen Increased their and
whizzed by, The police then marched the
men in their charge a block further away
to & corner and halted for another car, the
roaring crowd following. Some one in the
crowd threw a big stone, which struck pa-
head open.
Deputy Chief of Police McMahon then
gave a prearranged signal and the crowd
was given a terrible Jesson. Forty police-
men swung out Into line and the other
forty closed in around the men they were
protecting. The first forty, under command
of Captain English and Lieutenant Dunn,
charged the crowd with riot clubs §nd they
hit to break heads. Two rushes "up the

stréet sent the crowd in that direction fiy-
ing and left a dozen men lying on the
pavement with bleeding heads. Then the
police charged twice in the opposite direc-
tion and then down a slde street, using
their clubs vigorously. They scattered the
crowd effectually and arrested four of the

ringleaders, after splitting the scalp of one
of them. In the meantinie the police
guarding the workmen stopped a car al-
most by force and sent their charges away.
No one wes dangerously hurt by the club-
bing =0 far as can be ascertained, but there
are scorés of bruised and broken heads.
Serious trouble is feared to-morrow aflter-
noon and a heavy guard of police will be
on the ground. ;

Pilanning a Grent Strike.

NEW YORK, June 20.—The Bretherhood
of Tailors and the finishers, basters, cut-
terg and trimmmers of the several local
untons in amiliation with the United Gar-
ment Workers of America, are planning a
strike  which may involve thousands of
workers. The ciaim iz made that the con-

tractors have made a1 45 per cent. reduc-
tion in the wage scale besides comvelling
men amnd women to work longer hours.
Many of the labor leaders are of the opin-
jon that a gigantic strike will be nrecini-
tated at the end of the prezent week. It is
quite generally admitted that the only rea-
son for postponing the strike is dull busi-

NEeESs. .

A well-atiended meeting of the working-
men interested in the clothing trades was
held t ight. Speeches advocating a strike
were loudiy applauded. A special commit-
tee was-appeinted to draft a form of agree-
ment. It the geneil scope of the
campaign will be submitted to a joint
m&{;ﬂng of the brotherbood to be held next
Saturday. From this it is inferred that
15,000 men may receive orders to quit work
the first of next week.

PARDONS DENIED.

No Executive Clemency for Violntors
of Pension Laws,
WASHINGTON, June 30.—The President
hag always shown a disposition to deal se-
verely with persons who defraud pension-
ers and otherwise violate the pension laws

and this tendency is well exhibited in his
action upon three applications for pardons

in such cases taken just before his depart-
ure from the Capital. These were the
cases of Andrew J. Rooks, of Georgia;
Paul A. Marecellino, of New Mexico, and
Stephen O. W. Brandon, of Tennessee, all
convicted of offenses against the pension
laws.

The President denied the application in
each case and his indorsement sutficientiy
indicate the repugnance he feels for this
class of offences, In the case of Marcelliao
the President writes: “This comvict was
guilty apparently of nearly all the ¢rimes
and frauds denounced by our pension laws,
He seems in every way possible to have
cheated and swindled ignorant pensioners
and imposed on the government., The pun-
ishment meted out to him was well de-
served and I cannot yield to the unthink-

ing and irresponsible appeal for his par-
don.”

As to Rooks's case the President wrote:
“This convict personated a dead soldier
and through that means procured a pen-
sfon and robbed the government. He was
justly dealt with by the court.”

The indorsement on the applcation for
Brandon's pardon reads: “Denied. 1 am
unwiiling to pardon those who, in viclation
of our pension laws, overcharge applicants
for pensions for the services they render
In substantiating their claims.”

The President has denied the application
for pardon in the cases of W. R. Johnson,
sentenced in Georgia to eighteen months'
imprisonment and $1.50 fine and costls for
scheming to defraud and conspiracy, and
Thomas M. Searcy, sentenced in Alabama
10 one vear imprisonment and fine jour
fraudulent use of the malls.

The President has denied Qaipnlications for
pardons in the cases of Meredith O. Sulli-
van, sentenced in Peansylvania to one
year's imprisonment for embezziement of
money from letters, and Daniel E. Tilton,
sentenced in New Jersey to one vear's ime
prisonment for a like offense. In his indorse-
ment in these cases the President says:
“The wrongful appropriation of public fund
_hy postmasters in growing to be alarm-
ingly common. [ cannot overlook the fact
that in cases of this Kind the integrity and
=afety of our postal service Is ant to be
impaired by an imyprovident exercise of
clemency. Embezziing money from {etters
entrusied to those employed in the postal
serviee s far too common, and, inasmu-~h
as the government must rely very greatly
upon the honesty of its employes in this im-
portant branch of the public service, 1 do
not think those convicied of erimes against
our po=tal laws should be pardoned In n
case where the sentence i3 so moderate and
the reasons now urged' are so incon-
clusive.”

River and Harbor Works.

WASHINGTON, June 20.—As the result
of a conference between the President and
Secretary Lamont last evening orders were
issued by the War Department to-day for
the immediate execution of the provisions
of the river and harbor appropriation act,
with the exception of those sections of the
law providing specifically for the making
of cornitraects for the continuation and vom-
pletion of the works. General Craighill,
chlef of engineers, to-day issued orders to
the officers in charge of the iffprovement
in all wfut' of the country to proceed at
once th the ordinary gzovernment works
in their respective distriets, No action wiil
be taken at once with respect to the impor-
tant works for the completion of which the
bill authorizes the making of continuing
contracts. There are thirty-six items of
this characte™in the bhill, and the authori-

ties are now considering the best course of
action with respect there .

ANOTHER FALL OF ROCK

RESCUERS DRIVEN OUT OF THE
WORKINGS OF WILKESBARRE PIT.

No Hope Now of Reaching the Bodies
of the Fifty-Nine Miners En-
tombed in the Flooded Colljery.

>

WILKESBARRE, Pa., July L-—Another
extensive cave-in occurred in the workings
of the Twin shaf{t shortly after midnight.
The cave-in was in that portion of the
mine where the victims are thought ‘to be,
It made a terrible report and was heard all
over the town. The fall must have been a
very heavy one, It had the effect of driv-
ing the rescuers out of the slope, for the
timbers agound them- - immediately began to
sway and crack. A fall in the slope may
occur at any moment. The news of the sec-
ond cave-in had a most discouraging effect
on everybody.

There are fiftv-nine men, living or deadq,
imprisoned in the depths of the doomed
mine. This is the official number and there
Is no reason to think it is incorrect. The
wives of five Hungarians declare that these
men, too, are in the mine, but this is dis-
puted by the timekeeper, who says that
the Huns drew their pay last week and
went to Pittsburg to work in the soft coal

mines, They simply deserted their families,
but their wives will not believe {t.

It is the general opinion that Superintend-
ent Langon's body will be the first recov-
ered, If any arefound, as it is thought he
lics nearest the opening. Langon was last
seen at the shanty at the foot of the slope.
The bore hole which was started in the
Clear Spring mine, which adjoins the Twin

-shaft, to plerce the pit of 10 feet of solid

coal between the workings Jf the two
mines, did not prove as successful as was
honed. Wkhen the drill was in about thir-
ty-five feet it struck rock and had to be
abandoned. At noon yesterday a new hole
was started. Calculations were made from
the maos of both collieries and it was
hoped that the figuring would be so close
as to bring the hole out into the workings
of the Twin collllery.

CANNOT DISCRIMINATE.

Decision in Regard to Special Laws
Governing Seal Hanting.

Sk\' FRANCISCO, June 30,—The United
States Court of Appeals decided to-day that
the Iaris award on matters pertaining to
sealing in Bering sea must be upheld as
the supreme law of the land, and that the
United Statres government has no right to
make specinl laws governing its citizens
in huntingz =eal that do not permit them
equal privileges with the citizens of for-
eign countries on the sealing grounds. The
decision is important, as it defines clearly
for the first time the restrictions to be

be hard to tell how long the plant will re-
main id'e.

The Elwoed Factory Closes.

ELWOOD, Ind., June 30.—The American
tin plate factory of this city, employing
1250 men, closed down the hot mills to-
night at 9 o'clock for an indefinite period,
pending the settiement of the wage ques-

tion. The tinning department and cold rolls
will continue in operation, working up
stock. Their denartments are not under
the contro!l of the Amalgamated Associa-
tion. By the closing down of the hot mills
several hundred men become idle. It is
thought here that an agreement will be
reached at next Thursday's meeting and
that work will be resumed within two
weeks, but nothing, definite can be stated.

One of the latter in-
dictments charges that, on April 23, he re-
ceived from John and George Shricker, as
deposit, the sum of $83; on May 4, from
Henry C. Macy, $109; on March 12, from
Elizabeth Almonrode, $110; on May 2, from
Olive Ross, $15. The banker has furnished
a bond which is good for at least $200,000.
His bondsmen are Willilam Elston, presi-
dent of the Union City Carriage Company;
Epraim L. Bowen, proprietor of the Bowen
Manufacturing Company of Union City;
Willlam C. Griffis, route agent of the Big
Four; Edward L. Anderson, merchant of
Union City; George Studabaker, banker of
Greenville, O., and George Hamilton, of
Harrisville, this county. Messrs. Elston,
Bowen, Griffis and Studabaker are broth-
ers-in-law of Cadwallader. Much sympathy
is expressed here for Nathan Cadwallader,
who has always been considered an up-
right man, and it is belleved that Charles
Cadwallader, the son and cashier of the
bank, 1s to blame for the old man's down-
fall.

Notes on Some of the Literary Men
at the Annual Meceting.

EAGLE LAKE, Ind., June 3.—The West-
¢rn Association of Writers is celebrating its
tenth anniversary with a meeting of unu-
sual promise. A. W. Butler, chairman of
the executive committee, has been directly
instrumental in giving the society a wider
advertisement than it has ever before had,
and asa result of his industry many new
faces are seen here this year. President
Venable brings with him a coterie from
Cincinnati, whose presence is, perhaps, di-
rectly due to his influence, and who testify
that a man is not without honor in his own
bailiwick.

During Monday each arriving train
brought contingents from various quarters,
notable among the comers being James
Whitcomb Riley, and in the evening the
double parlors and halls of the Winoma
Hotel were thronged with upward of a
hundred of as cordial people as ever gath-
ered together, who listened to an hour's
programme of recitation and music, after
which there was an informal reception.

Notes from a Rebel Paper at Vieks-
burg When Grant Took the Town,
‘Special ty the Indianapolis Journal.

DUBAIN, Ind., June 30.—8. T. Crull, of
this place, has an old Vicksburg paper,
the Daily Citizen, dated July 2, 1863, and
as a relic of war times s interesting to
look over, Some of his friends sent it to
him soon after the capture of Vicksburg
by Grant and a few notices from it will
be intcresting to many old soldiers. The
paper is printed on a coarse grade of wall-
paper and of course printed conly on one
side of the sheet, which is nineteen inches
long, including the margin, and four col-
umns in width., Here are a few of the ex-
tracts:

“We are indebted to Major Gillespie for
a steak of Confederate beef, alias meat,
We have tried it and can assure our
friends that if & is rendered necessary
they need have no scruples at eating the
meat. It is sweet, savory and tender, and
as long as we have a mule left we are

=atisfied our soldiers will be content to sub-
sist on it.™ -

“The Yankees outside our city are con-
slderably on the sick list. Fever, dysen-
tery and disgust are their companions and
Grant is their master, The boys are de-
serting daily and are crossing the river
in the region of Warrenton, cussing Grant
and abolitionism generally.

“On dit, that the' great Ulysses, the
Yankee generalissimo, surnamed Grant,
has expressed his intention of dining in
Vicksburg on Sunday next and celebrating
the Fourth of July by a grand dinner and
so forth. When asked whether he would
invite Gen. Joe Johnston to join he s=ald:
‘No, for fear there will be a row at the
table.’ sses must get into the ecity be-
fore he dines in it. The way to cook a
rabbit is t to catch the rabbit." ™

“Two days bring about great changes.
